RAIN OF LEAD SWEEPS CROWD. 


Twenty thousand working people set out from Kolpino, a munufacturing vil- 
lage, 25 miles away. At the Moscow Arch, on the confines of this city, they were 
met with six volleys. One thousand fell dead and 1500 were wounded. 

From the Neva river a great crowd marched to the Nevsky gate.

EMPEROR FIFTEEN MILES AWAY. 

The Czar remained at Tsarskoe-Selo. It is rumored that a body of rebels tried 
to reach Tsarskoe-Selo and were driven back after a sanguinary fight. 

The city is under martial law, with Prince Vasilshikoff as commander of more 
Troops bivouacked last night in the 
streets and on the Nevsky Prospect, the chief thoroughfare of the city. 

Hasil Island was an inferno al! night. The quarter was in darkness, gas and 
electricity being shut off. Shops were pillaged, and the rebels destroyed the telegraph 
lines, 
The troops, with the exception of a Moscow regiment, which threw down its 
arms, remained loyal and obeyed orders, shot the people, trampled them with horses, 
scourged them with whips. 

Doubtless Grand Duke Vladimir will be further honored by his nephew. His mili- 
tary genius showed yesterday; he had a firm grip on every artery in the city. 

FLOCK TO SEE “LITTLE FATHER.” 

Barred from the bridges and gates, men, women and children crossed the frozen 
river and canal on the ice by twos and threes, hurrying to the Palace Square, where 
they were sure the Emperor would be present to hear them. But the street ap- 
proaches to the square were cleared by volleys and Cossack charges. 

Men began to build barricades in the Nevsky Prospect and at other points, using 
any material that came to hand, and even chopping down telegraph poles. 

The troops easily carried these barricades. The fighting began at numerous points, 


soldiers volleying and charging the mob. 
Lane whole city was panic stricken; men frenzied by grief ran here and there 


seeking lost members of their families. The early morning of Sunday was quiet. 


it was bitterly cold, with piercing wind and driving, fine snow. 
People muffled in furs went to church,as usual, A few strolled toward Palace 


Square to see what was to ve geen, and finding nothing there, strolled away again. 

St, Petersburg, under tie freshly fallen snow, was a white, ‘fair city from which 
. great ‘Thinarets shot up like tongues of flame in the growing sunshine, Ohurch 
: bells were tolling, swift sleighs with splendid horses gliding »y. 

It was impossible thene to connect the scene with the pitiful tragedy that was 
60 aWiltly to follow. 

At 10 o'clock troops began to move about, passing in different directions along 
the radiating suburban thoroughfares. Cavalry, infantry and Cossacks in small de 
tachments, made no military display. But infantry and séme guards mached away 
in regiments, their fixed bayonets glittering wickedly.

There was not long to wait, for all uncertainty was removed by what fol- 
_ towed. From many different directions people set out on their projected pilgrimages 
to the palace, only to be shot down in masses by their uniformed brothers, almost 
- betare their procession had started from the suburbs. , 

‘ Yhe Putiloff strikers left their barracks and homes around the factory, according 

the program, bringing with them their wives and children, even their babies. 

As had been arranged, Father Gopon marched at their head bearing his cruci 
fix aloft above the great roll containing the precious petition. 

They marched down the Peterhoff Chaussee, where the works stand, downhill to 
where, at the Neva Gate,a triumphal arch erected after the Turkish war, stands at 
the connection of the main Baltic thoroughfare. 

There the Ismailovsky guards, a regiment of which the Czar is honorary colonel, 
was drawn up, waiting. 

“As the head of the. procession approached the acting colonel called upon them 
to stop. 

Father Gopon, still holding his crucifix, advanced and demanded that 
colonel should receive and forward their petition. This request was declined. 

Then, after a minute's hesitation and discussion, the procession continued to ad-

vance. A sharp order was given, the soldiers raised their rifles and a volley rang 


‘a all but 800, lying dead, and 500, writhing wounded.

Others carried icepicks and some 
had rocks, but practically they were unarmed. 

It was all over with the Putiloff strike procession and at 11:45 in the morn-

ST. PETERSBUR, Jan. 23.—Leaders of the revolt in St. Petersburg decided at 
a meciing early today to continue with arms the fight for freedom. 

No day was fixed for the next demonstration but the workmen are arming them- 
selves with every available weapon and will surely not long delay in executing their 
Inaders’ plans. 

Yesterday Father Gopon’s name was in everyone's mouth.

“eloved associates,” he declares, in a proclamation to the radicals, “we have 
no Emperor. Innocent blood lies between him and the people. Now begins the peo- 
ple’s struggle for freedom. May it prosper. My blessing upon you all.” 

Monday morning broke without a renewal of the fighting. “The streets w«re 
early full of people, but with the soldiers in supreme control. 


WITTE MAY BE THE DICTATOR. 

The leaders of the rebellion met and decided to continue the struggle with arms. 
No day was fixed -for the next demonstration. But the furious workmen are arming 
with every available weapon to renew the struggle today. They are even improvis- 
ing weapons from the tools of their trades. 

It is rumored that Minister Witte will be made dictator, but the report is not 
confirmed. The authorities, while they seem to realize the magnitude of the crisis 
with which the dynasty and the autocracy are confronted, are apparently paralyzed 
for the moment. 

An official statement was promised at midnight, at which hour it was announced 
that it had been postponed till today. 

Surely the horror: of Sunday will arouse the fiercest indignation all over Russia. 
The workmen and revolutionists expect news from’Moscow and other big centers, 
where the troops, unlike the guards’ regiments of St. Petersburg, are recruited from 
the lower classes. It is reported that the strikeps have torn up the Warsaw & Baltic 
Railroad for a mile and a half, but the damage is said to have been repaired. 

Tnere are rumors of increased disaffection of the troops in Finland. 

A member of the Emperor’s household is quoted as saying that this conflict will 
end the war with Japan, and that “Russia wil] have a constitution or Emperor Nich- 
dlas will lose his crown.” 

Late Sunday night at a conference of editors of St. Petersburg newspapers it 
was agreei to address to the censorship administration a protest against the censor- 
ship of the Sunday’s events. 

CZAR’S RETREAT IS UNKNOWN. 

A certain mystery surrounds the Czar’s w hereabouts, although it is officially an- 
nounced that he is at Tsarkoe-Selo. 

On Thursday, after his majesty returned to the Winter Palace, official informa- 
tion was issued that he was about to start for Tsarkoe-Selo. It is known now that 
the Czar repaired Thursday evening to the Anitchkoff Palace, on the Navesky Pros- 
pect, where the Dowager Empress resides, and passed the night there.

PEACEMAKERS COLDLY TREATED. 


Today the author, 
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Midwinter in St. Petersburg each year 
Sees a unique and solemn ceremony, calied 
“the blessing of the waters.” It was in 
the closing act of the ceremony a few 
days ago that the attempt was made to 
assassinate the Czar. A chapel of ice, 
richly decorated with ornaments from the 
palaces and churches and dedicated to 
St. John the Baptist, is enected on the 
frozen surface of the River Neva. The 
river is then called the Jordan, and re- 
ligious services are conducted in the tem- 
ple by the metropolitan or high priest of 
the national church, attended by the Em- 
peror and all his court. The ceremony 
is in memory of the baptism of Christ, 
and is supposed to be a safeguard against 
dangers trom floods, as well as to benefit 
those who make their living on the sea. 

A hole is cut in the ice in the center 
of the floor of the chapel. From this 
the people are baptized by sprinkling by 
the priests, and the faithful members of 
the Greek church go in vast crowds to 
get their share, while religious devotees 
often plunge into the ice-cold flood through 
the hole. If they catch cold and die, as 
they often do, heaven is secured for them. 
On the evening before the ceremony devout 
churchmen make trosses on their thresh- 
holds to prevent ihe evil Spirits that are 
driven from the water from taking refuge 
in their houses. 
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They arrived at the ministry of the interior at ‘0 o’clock Saturday night, but 
were received coldly, the officials there declaring taat it was impossible to ‘see the 
minister that night. 

The members of the committee announced their intention to wait there until 
the minist«y would see them, but were persuaded to see Assistant Minister Rydzeff- 
sky, who, being told taat their errand was to prevent bloodshed, resolutely refused to 
call Minister Mirsky and ircnically told them that they would better persuade the 
_workingmen to abandon therir plans of a procession to the palace.

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THINKS UPRISING WILL 
BE CHECKED QUICKLY 


Interest in the rebellion against the 
authority of the Czar now in progress in 
St. Petersburg is intense among the Rus- 
sian Jews of St. Louis. 

“The prevalent belief among them, howev- 
er, is that the present. effort will not be 
immediately successful. They say it is but 
a step in the long march to free and just 
government. The rebellion cannot live, 
they declare, unless it hasythe support of 
at least a part of the military. 

They feel sure that the Cossacks will 
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ground for hope in ‘the report that one 
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regiment refused to fire on the working- 
men. 

“The people of the cities may be and 
probably are ready for rebellion,’’ said Dr. 
Moses I. De Vorkin of 912 Carr street. 
“But in the country conditions are not 
yet ripe. For that reason chiefly I do not 
believe the present rebeliion will bring 
what its promoters hope for. 

“There is a vast difference between the 
workingmen of St. Petersburg and. the 
peasants and moujiks of the vast country 
districts. The former have many advant- 
ages. Thousands of students live among 
them. Through such associations they 
learn much and are ready for the reforms 
their leaders want. 

“But the moujiks In the country are ig- 
norant. They must have leaders, and even 
then they follow but blindly. 

“There is no free press in Russia nor 
freedom of speech. Liberal movements 
must consequently advance very slowly 
and in the dark. The present uprising, I 
believe. is only one step in the advance 
which has been going on for years. 

“Since 1880, when Alexander II was as- 
sassinated, the liberal movement has been 
developing in definite form. It has been a 
quiet propaganda, little known to the out- 
side world until Minister of the Interior 
Sviatopol-Mirsky talked of organizing the 
zemstvos.

Foremost Pos'tion in 


Has Been Spectacular.

St. PETERSBURG, Jan. 23.—Almost be- 
fore the smoke of the first massacre has 
cleared away, Russia is looking to Count 
Sergius de Witte, and his name with that 
of Father Gopon is on every tongue. Both 
princes and peasants are speaking it, and 
if he does not assume an important role 
within a few days, all will be greatly sur- 
prised. 

And who is this man who has already 
been mentioned as a possible dictator of 
the Russias? 

Sergius Witte, now Count de Witte, “‘al- 
ways greater than his superiors in office, 
and more powerful than the Czar,’ was 
not born to the purple. 

Ccming of humble parentage of the lower 
middle class, this powerful man has by 
his own personal efforts—his ability to 
think and act for himself—forged to the 
front until he now stands second to nore 
—not even to the Czar—in knowledge of 
Russian affairs and conditions, and ability 
to cope wtih them. 

Upon his graduation Witte secured an ob- 
scure position in the state railway depart-

When Wyschnegradski resigned his port- 
folio in 1892 it was tendered to De Witte, 
who by this time had become count by 
grace of the action of Czar Alexander. 
It is in the office of minister of finance that 
Witte has done his greatest work. 

Russia's finances when Witte took hold 
of them were in a terrible state and the 
currency was a medium of speculation all 
over Europe. The new minster put the 
department on a solid footing, estab'ished 
a gold standard and now has the finances 
in an admiable condition. |

IW ELECTION BILL 


Joplin Senator Introduces Party 
Measure for St. Louis in 
State Assembly. 


Special to the Post-Didpatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 23.—Sen- 
ater McIndoe of Joplin, Republican, intro- 
duced a new election bill in the senate 
this morning which is applicable only to 
St. Louis. It is supposed to be the bill 
the Republicans in the’ Legislature will at- 
tempt to have passed. Mr. McIndoe says 
no other 8t. Louls election bill will be 


introduced by the Republicans. 

The author says the bill was drawn by 
‘him almost exclusively from suggestions 
and recommendations of Louls P. Aloe, the 
retiring Republican ‘member of the St. 
Louls Board of Diection Commissioners, It 
amends the present law in many ways. 

Senator McIndoe announced the following 
as the most important changes it proposes: 

1. Provides for the appointment by the 
mayor of a bi-partigan precinct board of 
four members representing the two lead- 
ing political parties and two chief clerks 
representing the two leading parties. 

2. Requires the judges to be household- 
ers within the precinct in which appointed. 

3. Provides that in the event of any 
vacancy in the office.of judge or clerk said 
vacancy shall be filled by the judge | or 
judges present Who shall be members of 
the same Le gene party as the absent 
Judge or clerk and of the same politics as 
the judge or clerk. 

4. The name of an applicant shall not be 
enrolled upon the register except that a 
majority of the judges shall.determine that 
the applicant is a qualified voter subject, 
however, to the applicant's right to appeal 
to the Circult court. 

5. In the performance of their duties, the 
Precinct canvAesers may havé poiice pro- 
tection whenever the same ._may~ be 
deemed necessary. Keepers of hotels and 
lodging houses shall furnish to the board 
of election commissioners, 30 days before 
| the election, a verified statement giving 

he full name of every person residing in 
his lodging house, with the period of con- 
tinued residence of such person, and such 
other information as the board of election 
commissioners may require by due regu- 
lation. 

6. Upon the hearing of an application to 
have the name of a person erased from 
the register the name shall be erased un- 
lless a majority of the judges determine 
Otherwise subject to the applicant's right 
of appeal to the Circuit court (under the 
pregent law. a majority vote is required 
to make the erasure). 

7. A voter in any precinct may make ap- 
plication before the board of commission- 
ers to have a name stricken from the regis- 
ter in such precinct and upon proper no- 
tice a hearing shall be had before the 
commissioners and the pame be erased by

“The worst of all tyranny is the tyranny of cowards,” 
Tooqueville. The most conspicuous living example of that wise 
generalization is Nicholas II, Czar of all the Russias. The 
Bourbons were fools, as Napoleon said, but they were not lack- 
ing in physical courage. Nicholas seems to be no less deficient 
in courage than in knowledge of his people. 

How easy it would have been for a really brave ruler to deal 
with the situation that developed in St. Petersburg Sunday 
No mob was ever less bloedthirsty than that which assembled 
at the Winter Palace to petition for a redress of grievances. 
None ever showed more confidence in its sovereign, the inviola- 
bility of whose person had been guaranteed by its leader. “We 
do not wish to do harm. If he will only listen to our grievances 
we are sure he will be just and merciful.” Those were not the 
cries of assassins. 

A word from the Czar himself, even his appearance before his 
people—an uplifted hand—would have satisfied a majority 
that the Little Father had heard their prayer and would re 
drese their wrongs.

With 
500,000 Japanese hanging to the brown bear’s flank in Man- 
churia, Nicholas could think of no better way of answering a 
petition than with sabers and ball cartridges.

KEELER TALKS 


OF SPIT BALL 


Great New York Batter Says Tha 
New Curve Is New and a 
Terror. 


Whlite Keeler, who finished second among 
the American Loague batters and is there- 
fore entitled to pose as an expert critic, 
says of the spit ball: 

“It’s not an old delivery under a new 
name and ft’s not easy to hit, I'll vouch for 
that on my own experience. A _ pitcher 
can’t control it on a rainy day and he can't 
pitch a curve ball, but has to depend on 
a change of pace or do the best he can. 

‘It's different with the spit ball, however. 
The pitcher wets the index and middle 
fingers and throws the ball with all his 
might... It’s a crafty ball, because it’s like- 
ly to go either to the right or left or down 
Even the pitcher doesn't know where its 
going exactly. Nor the catcher, either. 
They just try to block it. The batter?
